Check Losses of Heat

Engineers have found that 62 per 
cent of the heat escaping from houses 
leaves through the roof or top-story 
celling. 

That Is where the great heat losses 
occur In winter, and where the excess 
heat of summer penetrates to make 
upstairs rooms unbearably hot The 
roof is the place that Is cheating home 
owners of comfort and of fuel money 
every year. 

It is only necessary to hold one's 
hand over a hot radiator to establish 
the fact that heated air rises, and as 
this heated air strikes the ceiling it 
transmits Its heat on through to the 
attic. Because the heated air is al- 
ways found at the ceiling line the 
temperature difference between the 
outside and the inside is greater there 
than along *the walls. And this tem- 
perature difference is the factor that 
governs heat losses. 

Furthermore, there is less resistance 
.to the flow of heat at the celling line 
than In the walls, for only, a thin lay- 
er of plaster separates top-floor rooms 
from the attic, and above this there Is 
little to stop heat" from escaping, lu 
many otherwise well-built houses one 
can actually see daylight through the 
spaces between rafters at the eave 
line in the attic. 

It la very difficult to make construc- 
tion tight \xt this point, and when win- 
ter n,i:,u.-i ihe cold air enters through 



these openings and the heat created 
at great expense is lost 

Not only does heat pass through 
openings, it penetrates readily the lay- 
e r of s hingles and roof boards, which 
offeF only a meager bar to its pas- 
sage, and seeps out over the \hole 
roof surface. •

Find Way to Grow 

Hair on Bald Mice 

Taunton, England. — Bald mice have 
been made to grow hair in experi- 
ments designed to discover a cure for 
baldness among humans. 

To grow hair on mice is easy, sci- 
entists explain, but the trick was to 
make the mice bald. 

Dr. "F. A. E. Crew, principal of the 
animal breeding Institute of the Edin- 
burgh university, discovered that mice 
may be made to shed their coats by 
extracting certain gland substances:' 

Doctor Crew also says that by ex- 
tracting a substance from normal mice 
and grafting It on the bald ones, he 
has been able to promote the growth 
of the coat again completely or par- 
tially, according to the amount ap- 
plied.

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Dog Gives Life in Futile 

Effort to Rescue Four 

Nashyllle, Tenn. — Rescued three 
years ago and given a home -by Wal- 
ter Gasser, a farmer near here, a for- 
lorn little shepherd pup grew to be- 
come the playmate of the children of 
James A. Johnson, a tenant on the 
Gasser farm. 

Now "Collie," the dnce homeless 
waif taken from the roadside. Is dead. 
A blackened, singed, blinded and 
crazed animal, he surrendered life, 
but he had paid his debt,of gratitude 
to those who befriended - him. The 
dog failed to save the lives of Mrs. 
Johnson and her three children when 
flames enveloped their home, but he 
did not fall In his love for those who 
had shown him kindness. 

When Johnson poured kerosene Into 
a stove the liquid exploded, and the 
house soon was in flames. The dog 
raced into the house and pulled at Hie 
bed clothing of Maralhre Johnson until 
she awoke and'ihade her way outside. 
She was burned fatally in her dash 
for safety. 

Then the dog leaped Into Mrs. John- 
son's room and awakened the mother. 
She died in an attempt to rescue her 
two small children in another room. 

Meanwhile the dog ran outside 
again to the sleeping place of Arnold 
Hedigar, another, tenant. Hedigar 
awoke as a howling, harking creature 
sank ifs teeth 'in his wrist and was 
gone. 

"Willie" Stephens was asleep In the 
rear of a truck. He was to start for 
Nashville an hour later. Stephens 
was Wrought to the ground by the 
frenzied animal. 

Then, as the two men ran to the 
fire. "Collie" dashed by them and 
leaped time aud again In an attempt 
to gain entrance to the Gasser home. 
Then, after the Hre, "Collie" was 
found some distance away, where he 
had crawled. to wait until his burns 
should claim his life, sacrificed to duty 
— and love.

Priest, Nuns Survive 

21 Raids by Pirates 

Hongkong.^-Wltb their safe arrival 
at Kongmoon recently came the rev- 
olution that Father W. A. Fletcher and 
seven Canadian nuns had survived 
raids made by 21 different gangs of 
pirates on the steamer Walhoi, bound 
from Kongmoon for Yeungkong. The 
priest, and the nuns were robbed and 
locked in a small stateroom for 60 
hours. The vessel was looted. 

Twelve well-dressed Chinese, .posing 
aSvpassengers, shot and killed the Chi- 
nese soldier guards, the purser, cash- 
ier and clerk of the Walhoi, beached 
the vessel, robbed the passengers and 
leisurely removed the cargo of kero- 
sene, food supplies and furniture. The 
Chinese passengers were taken ashore 
by the bandits and held for ransom.' 

After the first party of pirates left 
the Walhoi 20 other gangs of robbers 
boarded the vessel at different times 
for loot. The last gang was reduced 
to stealing the shoes worn by the 
nuns and Father Fletcher's hat and

Well, I stopped at Foster, there 
were no more cowboys there than are 
on Dean Richards place, and not as 
many cattle, got a jab in a coal mine 
at $1.25 a day, working a few days. 
" nd never drew any pay. One, night 

was ont on the street and noticed a 
vamp.- .&SK*sr <!<hdAw& tovrwd. w 
H* *a*r'a big -white hat on, pants in 
his boots, red handkerchief around his 
neck. He was wilch and woolly; he 
told me of different men he had shot, 
that he had left Arizona for killing a 
man. He told me they were going to 
have a debating society meeting 
about two miles from town the next 
night in a school house. He said if 
I wSould go with him he would make 
those people jump out the windows.
